The Twelve Jurors Finally Secured—

The Guiteanu Trial. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., November 16.—The baek 
entrance to the Crimina! Court-room was 
opened about 9:30 o’clock this morning and 
almostimmediately about fifty ladies were 
ushered in bythe Deputy Marshals and given 
seats in the chairs immediately in rear of the 
counse), A few minutes before 10 0’clock the 
jurors who had been accamted entered the 
room and took seats. Before 10 o’clock the 
court-room was filled to overflowing, the audi- 
ence being,a very respectable one. The court 
was called to order and during the calling of 
the names of the jurors the prisoner was 
brovghtin. 

HIS APPEARANCE WAS WILD AND EXCITED. 
He tossed his hat - upon the desk 
before him, and, tnrning toward his 


prother-in-law, Scoville, hurriedly whis- 
pered something to him in an 
extremely excited manner. The two entered 
into conversation, and Guiteau while speak- 
ing used his clinched fist vigorously as if in- 
sisting upon a matter which Scoville seemed to 
disapprove. The talesman beingcualled, Judge 
Cox questioned the first talesman, E. A. 
keugia, upon his feelings regarding the pris- 
oner. Keugla responded he did not tnink 
there could possibly be sufficient evidence 
to change the opinion he had formed. 
The next. talesman called was excused 
nimost at once, huving formed a decided 
opinion. 

A luborer named Thomas declared that he 
had neither expressed nor formed an opinion, 
could not read and had never held any con- 
versation whatever on the subject. 

SCOVILLE REMARKED 
that this was about the kind ot ajuror the law 
contemplated, butthe defense did not want 
him. He gherefore challenged him peremp- 
tuxily. 

A colored barber named Williams was 
called, and, having formed no Opin- 
ion, was exumipned by scoviile. He read 
the papers every morning betore 7 o'clock, 
and, being abarber, of course-had conversed u 
gieat deal onthe subject. In response to aa 
inquiry whether he had ever been a jurorina 
murder case, he said he had, but the jury dis- 
ugreed. VThis remark caused cuasiderable 
niusement throughout the room. After fur- 


ther questioning Mr. Williams was excused.

A CAUSTIC JUROR. 

Thomas H. Barron, carpenter and builder, 
answered the preliminary gquestionsina satis- 
tactory manner, and was then more closely ex- 
amined bv Scoville. He had talked very little 
and read very little onthe subject and never 
formed opinions until he had heard both sides. 
He never bad beenua Freemason, He had once 
been an Odd Fellow, but had dropped that or- 
der because it was the duty of a good citizen to 
help everybody. Being asked wheth- 
er he believed in a hereafter, he said 
thatthe present implied a hereafter, and he 
believed every violation ot law, whetber natu- 
ralor spiritual. would be punished.

What Mr, Alex. Smith Has to Say About the 
Closing of the Mills. 


When a reporter met Mr. Alex. H. Smith this 
morning, he discovered that he had exhausted 
the topic of miadlings purifying, and accord- 
ingly he questioned him about the wet wheat 
reportsfrom Milwaukee. ‘‘Yes,’’ said he, ‘‘I 
have heard the reports, and this week’s 


Northwestern Miller has quite an article about 
it. It seems that the trouvle is due to thein- 
cessant rains torough the Nortnwest. Some 
Milwaukee and Minneapolis flour has been in- 
spected unsound in Eastern markets, caused 
by the wet wheat, and the mills of both those 
cities have resélved to shut down until the 


danger was over. This seems to 
have caused some troubie between the 
miliers and the commissiou men. No con- 


ceried action bas yet been taken as to closing 
the mills, however, although that course is 
urged both by the difficulty of getting sound 
milling wheat and by the great difference ia 
price between wheat and flour.’’ 

‘*‘This latter cause is making the St. Louis 
mills close, too’’’ 

‘*‘Yes; but ic is a mistake to suppose that 
theie is any conce! ted actiub among the millers 
here. They are not running because 
ghere is no market. <Any of them 
vould grind on orders, but, ar a matter of 
tact, to restore the trade to a healtby state, 
seventy-five percentof the flour production 
must becutoff. Either flour must go up or 
whest must come down.’’ 

‘‘Whatisthe matter with the wheat 

‘‘Wheat is too high to export. Not a 
bushel moves. Do you know that freight to 
New Orleans by barge has been put down to 
three cents; that freight to Liverpool 
can now be had for 1l cents—just one-half the 
usual toll per bushel, and yet the grain will 
notmove. Nothing can be done until our 
markets are equalized with those of the whole 
wor'd. We are too high.’’

What the French Actress Thinks of the 
United States. 
Paris Letter to N. Y. Tribune. 

Marie Colombier’s narrative of the tour she 
made in the United States has been brought 
out under ihe auspices of M. Arsene Hous- 
gaye, who bas written a preface. The tone 1s 
demi-mondaine, but not outrageously so, and 
she seems to relish what isgreat and whole- 
some in American social Jife. America ap- 
peared to her and her tbeatrical companions 
the queerest of queer places. ‘The mot ut- 
tered by Sarah Berahardt at her arrival— 
“They will flock to see me as though I were 
geome extraordinary beast”’—was only too 
completely realized, says the pretty hbistori- 
ographer of hertour. She was a being to be 
stared at. l.uded or attacked by ihe journals, 
carieaturea, taken about in paiace cars and 


lodged in state-rooms at hotels, but 
Was not to bo assoc.ated with.

Arctic Curlosities. 
From the San Francisco Examiner, Noy. 5. 


By special invitation of the oflicers of the 
Arctic cruiser Thomas Corwin, a representa- 
tive of the Examiner yesterday paid a visit to 
that vessel. The Corwin recentiv returneg 
from a reeonnoitering expedition toward the 
North Pole, and made perhaps the quickest, 
und relatively the most important cruise in 
the Arctic seas, except that of Prof. Nor- 
denskjold, who succeeded in making the 
north-east passage, coming through the Are- 
tic sea eastward fromthe shores of Greenland 
and Iceland, to the near locality visited by the 
Corwin. The Corwin is anchored in the San 
Antonio Creek, near Oakland, and about 500 
yards above the Central Pacific kk tiiroad bridze 
which connects Oakland with Alameda. 
The collection of curious relics of the 
Arctic Region brought back by the Corwin is 
both jarge and interesting. Lieuts. Myrick 
and Doty have accumulated a rare assortment 
of models of weapons and boats used by the 
tribes inhabiting the extreme norchern limite 
of the habitable portion of the globe. These 
models include LVoats of various shapes snd 


from the Alaskan and Siberian coasts, as well 
as from Herald Island and Wrangell Land. 
Among these are specimens ofthe flora, veg- 
etation, soil and mineral of the nowly ace 

uired territory, New Columbia. Amon?z the 
fora may be seen some of the most delicate 
and beautifu! flowers, and, while all are void 
of brilliant colors, the leaves and blossoms, all 
of delicate timts, are very beautiful and ex- 
traordinarily curious as coming from an un- 
explored land so close tothe North Pote. Tae 


erasses are also delicate, and resemble 
both the common bunch aad fox- 
tail’? variety of California and _ the 
|} blue grass of the Eastern States. 


The rock from Wrangell Landis a coarse blue 
sardstone, a fine slate, and some pale drab 
sancstone, all good building material. The 
specimens of cval from Cape Lisburne, on 
the north coast of Alaska, are of a deep 
black color, soft and bituminous. It is eas- 
lily ignited and emits s strong sulphuric edor. 
From Herald Isiand the Corwin brings some 
fine specimens of granite, which 1s suscept- 
‘ible cf high polish. It is gray in color, and 
resemblis the granite of Lake Superior and 
the coast of Maine. Among the curiosities 
in the possession of Mr. Haloran, the boat- 
swain of the Corwin, is the tsoth of a mam- 
moth found upon the shores of Siberia. It 
is as Jayge as a 20-pound cannon-bal!,and, be- 
ing petrified, is equally as heavy. ‘he col- 
lection of curios brought down from the 
Aretie by the Corwin is, perhaps, the most 
interesting of any brought to this port. Men- 
tion has only been made of avery few of the 
many strange curiosities in the possession of 
the crew. ‘fhe Corwin wiil probably lie at 
anchor in San Antonio Creek during the 
winter, and. ifthe Navy Department so de- 
cide, Capt. Hooper and his gallant crew will 
again start forth to fight the 1ce-packs of the 
fur-off North in the interest of science and 
civilization. 


{Singers from France and Italy.

him, “that adulteration is carried on as 
much now as it hasever been, and particu- 
larly in beer, Wine, liquors and sirups, of 
the liquids, andin pickles, bread, candies and 
baking powder of the solids. Thereis more 
deleterious matter in them than inany other 
articles of common use among the population 
of this city. Beer, for instance,’’ he said, 
‘is now largely made from glucose instead of 
malt, and in conscqucnee loses a great deal 
of its sustaining power. To make up for the 
natural loss of the salts or phosphates, other 
deieterious compounds are used. Of wines,’’ 
said the Doctor, ‘port is the worst; not one 
in three botties used in the city is pure. 
Commercial port is composed mainly of log- 
wood, sugar and alcoho! and flavored with 
cloves and other spices.”’ : 

The Doctor laughed very heartily when 
telling the reporter that his knowledge of the 
make-up of port and other liquors made him 
very careful, although he did not say that it 
made him a total abstaiper. 

‘‘Of liquors.’’ he contmued, “brandy is 
never pure, except in isolated cases, and 
those are when it is sold by men of the high- 
est reputation in the trade. Sirups are most- 
ly chemical. Ofsolids candies carry off the 
palm, as the coloring matter in so much of it 
is produced by using poisonous substances, 
Bread is notso much adulterated as some 
people suppose, considering the enormous 
quantity used every day, and very few other 
solids are made injurious by the introduction 
of chemicals.”’ 

The work of the newly-appointed physi- 
cians Who, urderthe law passed bv the last 
Legislature, were selected by the Board of 
llealitb, has not, so far, very favorably im- 
pressed tke Doctor. 

“OQneof the gentlemen,’’? he said, “‘has 
shewn that he is not competent fer the place, 
as he was unable to discover any organic mat- 
terin beer or other beverazes constantly in 
use,? 

Concerning that most indispensable article 
of daily use—mi!k—the Docior said: 

‘*] disapprove of the action of the Board of 
Health in not alfowing skim milk to be sold, 
provided itis sold asskim milk oniy. Many 
farmers are notina position to mike cheese, 
sud cannot afford to Waste the milk after tne 
cream’ bas been taken cff. Now, the poor 
peopie,’? he continued, **would gladly buy the 
milk at the greatly reduced price; but the 
Hiealth Board says, *No; you must buy high- 
priced wilk, or else go without.’ Now, pure 
milk contains about 2*2 per cent of fat. The 
precess of skimming reduces that percentage 
io about lorl': percent. They only, then, 
Iese that prreentace of fat, and get twice as 
much milk for their monev; or they can, with 
tbe Giflerence in tre price, buy solid food.’ 
As the reporter was quitting the laboratory 
the Doctor again said: 

‘I: ismy opinion that nearly ali liquids are 
more Or less adulterated, while solids are not 
£0 much so.”? 

All the brewers with whom the reporter 
chatted declared their beer pure, and spoke 
ofthe test made lately, Which showed beer 
of ail beverages to be the one the least adul- 
terated,. 

‘*It is very foolish,’? said the proprietor of 
a sajoon, **to suppose that our liquors are net 
adulerated. Why, you can do anything you 
Wish with liquor. Just see. A little while 
ago Il bad acask of sherry which soured or 
sot bad on my hands. I Was golug to throw 
itinto the gutter, when a gentleman who is 
connected with a distillery up town asked me 
to give it to him and be would run it througa 
his still and see what came ofit. I gave it to 
bim. Abouta week after he caliedon me and 
suid he bad some good Irish whisky he would 
like meto sample. I did so and immediately 
hboughtall be had of it. Why, sir, you could 
smell the smoke on it. Every one who tried 
it swore that it was good Irish whisky’ It 
went off my handsin no time, for the people 
came from all quarters to get it. Aud now 
what do you tbink that Irish whisky was? 
W hy 1t was my old sour sherry; nothing else, 
[declare. The destiller laughed much when 
he saw every one going wild overit. So you 
see that you can not only adulterate liquor, 
but vou can do with it just what you wish al- 
most.’ 

‘*And it can do with you almost the same,”? 
interjected the listener. 


A HAPPY ENDING. 


An Elopement, a Prosecution for Per- 
jury, an Acquittal. 
Indiarapolis Special to Chicago Tribune. 

The case of the United States vs. Frank L. 
Bixby for perjury, tried before Judge 
Gresham, intoe United States Court, came 
to a conciusion Saturday afternoon, the jury, 
under the instructions «f the court, finding 
a verdict of not guiltv. This action was 
necessitated not by failure of proof of the de- 
fendant’s guilt, but by a variance of the proof 
from the description of the instrument set 
outin the indictment. Bixby was defended 
by ex-Senator McDonald, George C. Butier 
and the Hon. J. W. Gordon. ‘The case has 
been pending for several years, and has a his- 
tory of rather exceptional interest. Previous 
to the time of the embezziement Bixby was 
a young lawyer of fair standing at the 
bar of thiscity, being a member of the firm 
of Rooker, Bixby & Norton. The legal busi- 
ness was then hoomivg, and young Bix»y 
dressed inthe height of fashion and cut a 
pretty wide swath. Altrough a married man, 
and the father of a sweet little daughter, he 
became infatuated with the young wife of a 
prominent business man, and his illicit pas- 
sion Was reciprocated. ‘The woman was 
sprightly, gay and possessed of more than 
ordinary comeliness, and an intimacy which 
bac its origia ina neighborly acquaintance 
rapidly carried the parties beyond ail con- 
trol,and one morning it was found that the 
guilty couple had deserted their families and 
eloped together. Nothing was heard of them 


for some days. Meanwhile the _busi- 
ness affairs of Bixby were looked 
into, and it was found that he was short 


in his accounts With several trust funds to 
ihe extent of about $1,100. By and by the 
wanderér returned aud for sévérai days Coil- 
cealed himself in the upper room at the 
louse of a friend, seeking to gain an inter- 
view with his deserted wife, Meantime, 
however, she bad brouckt sult fot 4 uiyorce, 
and, cithér vefore or afterhis return, a dl- 
vorce Was granted her. But wonderful is 
the love of wotman! His earnest and repeat- 
ed entreaties and promises of future good 
ccnduct at length prevailed on her to take 
him back and they were remarried. Itis 
pieasant to record tbat Bixby’s repentance 
seems to have been tborough and sincere, 
and he is said to be leading an honest life ia 
one of the towns of this State, heving some 
emnployment on one of the railroads. As for 
the companion of Bixby, after remaining a 
year or more with ielatives in «a dis-ant 
State, her broken family was also reunited, 
and she is now living happily witn her hus- 


hand and chiid in this city. 
During Bixby’s trial his moth- 
er, an aed woman, his wife, 


alather pretty, bright-!ooking§brunette,gand 
his little child were in consiant attendance. 
The Jittle girl has a sweet, fair face, With yel- 
low locks creeping out from the hat over her 
forehead, and her innocent heedlessness of 
what was going on was in striking contrast 
with the strained, aitentive faces of the rest of 
the group, Afier the verdict of the jury bad 
been returned and Bixby and his wife were 
receiving the couvratulations of some of their 
friends, the laiter’s feelings overcame her and 
she uttered a shriek and swooned away. She 
is a daughter of the late Edwin May, architect, 
and before ber marriaye was considered one 
of the belles of the city. This is the last of the 
cases against Bixby, and he at last goes forth 
witbout a criminal prosecution hanging over 
his hesd. Most well-disposed people are 
satisfied with the result, believing that Bixby 
has had sufticient punishment for his sins, 
and hoping tnat ne will endeavor to atone for 
the past by upright conduct in the future.

VIENNESE ARTISTS. 


the Studio of the Famous 
akart—A Sculptor. 
Viex na Cor. New York World. 

A visit to Vienna would convince you that 
we makea mistake in writing nothing but 
politics from this capital. Vienna is no doubt 
agreat political center, but itis also and 
much more a great artistic center. As itis, 
toread tbe papess you might think that it 
was nothing but the home of the late Baron 
Haymerle, whereas its chief interest is that 
itis alsothe humeof Makart. Yet every- 
body bas heard of Haymerie, while few out- 
side of Austria Know Makart even by name. 
Til] 1878 be was not so much as a mysterious 
stranger to the Parisians themselves (who in 
art are supposed to know everything), he 
was simply-non-existent. But atthe Exai- 
tion, Where they had expected an. easy vic- 
tory, they were astonished to receive a not 
inglorious defeat, and from the Austrian art 
court. The picture of the Exhibition was 
the now wWeil-known ‘**Entry of Charles V. 
into Antwerp,” an immense canvas fail of 
figures, admirably composed, all but as well 
drawn and wonderfully rich in color. In 
fact, it looked more like a work by one of the 
old masters than anything donein our day. 
Tbe French were lvud in praise of Makart, 
and were just beginning to be still louder in 
wraise of themseives for having discovered 
him when somebody told them that Vienna 
had known and honored him for years and 
had rewarded him with opuience and fame. 

Makart is stilla comparatively young man. 
He can hardly have passed hisfortieth year; 
yet the quantity is as remarkable as the qttali- 
iv of bis work. Heistbe leader of the me- 
dijivval revival in Vienna which mouids all 
Viennese life. the dress of the women, the 
furnishing vf the houses, the way of wearing 
the hair, the style of talk. He only toucwtes 
modern subjectsto bring them into harmony 
of sentiment with the middle age life, and his 
+pirit seems to find its delightin illustrating 
all those creations of poetry which tyeat of his 
favorite epoch. He is half-romantic and 
poetical in bis choice of illustrations and hali- 
bistorical. He has painted Venice at the fee: 
of Catherine Cornaro and “Diana anda her 
Nywpbs,’’ a splendid piece of work, in which 
perbapstfor the first time we see a possible 
buntress queen, strong enough to keep up 
with ber hounds afoot,and nota drawing-room 
tine lady. His splendid animal, “Cieopatra,” 
too, is done on the same sound line of antique 
probabilities, With many other works which 
stand on the vorder-land between history 
aud poetic imagination. They are «s monu- 
ments not only to his zenius, but also to his 
industry. It is wonderful that he should 
have done somuchinso short atime. The 
note of his genius ha&S been, perhaps, most 
bappiiy touched off in criticism by Alvert 
Woiff, who calls him a sort of animated 
reminiscence of the great masters. He is by 
turns Titian and Veronese. Each canvasis a 
splendid souvenirin oils of some splendid 
epoch in art? Your first mpression as you 
stand before it is that you have seen it some- 
where else—at Dresden, at Fiorence, atthe 
Belvedere cr atthe Vatican. The truth 1s, 
Makart bas lived in the past to such purpose 
that be can never get away fromit. Eventhe 
tone Which rictures derive from age, a purely 
accifental effect, isfoundin bis brand-new 
wok. 

Makart’s studio gives you the key to his 
method. Everything that is in his pictures is 
first to be foundin his atelier, which is sim- 
ply the most magnificently fitted up artist’s 
workshop in ail Europe. It is one of the 
sights of Vienna. !eopie are admitted with- 
out invitation when the painter has done 
work for the day. Itis a great hall, with 
ante-chambers and side-rooms, and itis fur- 
nished and arranged throughout with con- 
summate taste. One-half of it is buried in 
Rembrandtesque gloom, and the other isa 
blaze of ligbt from a great window. Pene- 
trate the gloom and you find it all alive with 
colors in a thousand beautiful objects— 
dresses from the East, rare old cabinets in- 
laid with precious stones, fine bits of monu- 
mental carving in wood and in marble, grand 
chests of municipal archives in hammered 
meta}, complete suits of armor, huge tower- 
ing plants. From the larger studio onthe 
ground floor a winding stair, in itself a curi- 
osity both of age and workmanship, leads toa 
smaller studio above, and this room com- 
mends a view of ali the stored wealth of 
beautyin thelower one from a balustrade 
which in its day may have held courtly sight- 
seers forthe procession on the Grand Canal. 

Anotber artist only less known at Vienna, 
and not ha!f so well known as he should be 
cutside of it,isthe sculptor Victor Tilgner, 
who, if he were not so thorougnly original, 
might be cailed the Carpeau of Austria. 
Like the Frenchman, he has evidently drawn 
bis inspiration from the medern Italian 
schoo}; that is to say, he tries to give sculp- 
ture the play and freedomof nature. He is 
anything but classic in the sense of the 
school. His portrait busts are full of char- 
acter, and even his colossal works, like the 
teubens now being modelled for a facade at 
Vienna, bave a tightness and grace which 
makes yeu cuite furget their immense pre¢- 
portions.

In the Meantime a New Well-Spring of 
Litigation Has Been Opened. 


The compromise of the Millers’ National As- 
sociation with the Consolidated Middling’s 
Purifier Company was by no means a surprise 
to the people who have watched the suits un- 
der the Cochrane patents. Outside the mill- 
ing fraternity, however, there exists a very 
general misapprehension asto the nature of 
the suits, and before detailing the exuct 
features of the compromise it will be well to 
understand something of the origin of the dif- 
ficulty. Noneof the suits were brought be- 
cause any miller used one machine for purify- 
ing middlings rather than another. The key 
of the whole question lies in the fact that any 
device for purifying micdlings. was 
an infringement on the Coch 
rane patent, which claimed the invention 
of patent flour by purifying middlings. Every 
millin this couutry which makes tlour for sale 
now makes patent flour. The value of the 
Cochrane patent, if it could be enforced, 
could only be counted by mil- 
lions, and accordingly George Smith 
& Co. brought suit againstall the millers who 
were manufacturing patent flour throughout 
the Jand. In St. Louis the iegal fight was 
paiticularly bitter, eminent counsel being 
employed on both sides and all the devices 
known to the law being brought 
into play. Thé Iniers have a 
National Association which inélides all the 
heavy Nour manutacturers in the United 
States, and it was this body which prepared to 
fighttne battle through. Fromthe beginning 
the association not alone had to look atter its 
own interests, but after those of men who 4e 
clined to enter into. the association, for it 
could not afford to let test 
Cases he mode against non- 
members, which would, of ccurse, be used as 
a preccdentin all the suits. Many tnillers ont 
side the Organization took advantaze of tis 
fact and let the Causes take care of ti eimselves. 
Atter the suits began two menibers ot the us<o- 
ciation here, Gov. EF © Stanard and J. Bb. M 
heblor,becume alarmed atiheturnthe liti zation 
was taking and Compromised their owt cases 
With the eonsolidated Micdlings Puaritier 
Company tor $400 apiece, but the otherdetead- 
ants ail stoodfirm. The millers won the suit in 
the court below, but it wasappealed to tie su 
pieme Court of the United stutes, whereit vas 
cocketed for the spring term. Ova 
iLe 22nd of April last, however, 
it was intimated tothe association that u vers 
cheap compromise could be effected, and on 
thut day u contract was drawn up agreeing to 
ceive the Censolidated Middling, Parifer Com 
panv $5,600 ip tull ot all demands against the 
members of the association and in considera- 
ion of a full license to each individual 
member ofthe Millers’ National Associacion to 
manufacture flour under the Cochrane patents. 
Phe as-ociation also agreed to turn over to the 
Middlings Purifier people all the models and 
other evidence collected tor usein the trials. 
This contract was ratified at a meeting of the 
Associauion in Chicago, June7, Isst, and the 
turning of the draft tor $6,000 over to Mr. 
knickerbocker, the agentot the Consolidated 
Micdlings Purifier Company, yesterday, at a 
ineeting of the sub-commitiee ofthe Millers’ 
Association held at Alex. Smith’s oflice in tne 
Chamber ot Commerce, was the concluding act 
inthe play. All of the millers in the associ- 
ution have now full license to use all the mid- 
dlings purifiers they want to. 

The Cochrane patents have now expired, 
and conseéquenstiy no royalty can be exacted; 
allof the damage suits brought were tor in- 
fringeinents in times past. In fact one of the 
defendants has been dead tive years, and he 
had been out of business some time befvre his 
death.

‘A CARRIAGE, SIR?” 


The Proposed Increase in the Rates | 


of Hack Hire. 


All the Hackmen Anxious to get Better 
Pay for Their Services. 


—— 


If Mr. Wolfinger, of the House of Delegates, 
is ever a candidate for re-election he my 
count upon the support of the sixty hackmen 
who run their vebicles in thiscity. Mr. Wol- 
finger is the author of an ordinance amenda- 
tory to the present ordinan’e regulating the 
rates of carriage hire when vehicles are taken 
from thestand. The amendatory ordinance was 
introduced into the House of Delegates last night 


and provides that hackmen may charge $2 50 
instead of $150 (us at present) for the first 
and $1 50 for eacn succeeding hour, being an 
increase of fifty cents onthe presentrate. The 
hackmen all hope that the ordinance will go 
whooping through the Municipal Assembly, 
and that the Mayor will append his signature 
to it with a flourish that will be unusually in- 
dicative ot the goodness of heartand generosity 
of spirit with which he slaps his John Hancock 
upon a document that he thinks deserves it. A 
POST-DISPATCH reporter made a descent on 
the back-stanu this morning to talk to some ot 
the men. : 

‘*A carriage, sir,’’ said one of the men taking, 
aspasmodic step forward and throwing up 
ore tinger by way of attracting attention, us 
the newspaper man approached, 

‘‘No carriuge,’’ responded the reporter; ‘‘I 
just want to know what you men think of Mr. 
Wolfinger’s ordinance to give you Detter 
pay.”° 

‘*Well, we just need it,’’ said Edward Nor- 
ton, one ofthe men. ‘*The way hackiog pavs 
now, aman who has a family to support and 
bis stablingto pay and ahundred otherex- 
penses to carry has got a mighty hard tiie to 
seratch along.’’ 

‘‘Whatisthe average money made in one 

99 

‘* Between $6 and $7 in summer and and $5 
in winter. If aman makes $120 a@ month he’s 
doing mighty well.’’ 

The reporter remarked that he thought the 
man who was making money that fast was in 
luck. 

‘*But you see,’’ said Hackman Norton, ‘‘out 
of that $100 or $120 a month abouc 
$45 has got to come tor feeding and boarding 
the teain, from $4 to $8 for shoeing the horses, 
and then maybe a man Is payiug something a 
wonth on bis carriage, probably $50. Atter all 
that is taken out of even $120 tnere‘s very littie 
left to feea and clothe and lodge one’s self on. 
1 boaré my team at a stabie, pay fora room 
tormyselt and take my meals at the ‘‘bean- 
ery’’ over here, and I find it pretty hard to 
scratch along anu make anything.’’ 

‘‘Then vou are in favor or higher rates?’’ 

‘‘Yes. If they give us $250 for the first hour 
and $1 56fur every additional hour we cau get 
vulong.’’ 

‘Or,’’ said Tony Aubuchon, another hack- 
man, ‘‘it they give us $2 for tne first nour and 
¢] 50 forthe other hours it would do.’’ 

Then Mr. Aubuchon guvethe same statistical 
facts about earnings and = expenditures 
us Mr. Norton bad given, except thathe put 
the amount-of horse-shoeing per month at 
$e. 

‘*‘\nd,'* added Tony ‘‘you've got to keep 
your huckin first-class repair, or you can’t do 
any business atall. If wa man comes here to 
thestand and tees One hack that isold and 
worn out, and another thatis brignt and new, 
he’li take the good-looking one every time. A 
man can't make a dollar hacking with an 
old wagon, and we've gottotake tnem to the 
shop every twoorthree months and pay $55 
to have them varnished. When they have to 
rubbed down to the wood it costs us $75.’’ 

‘How about funerals?:’’ 

‘Ooh, if We could get funerals,’’ said Morton, 
‘‘we’d be allright. That would pay. But the 
livery stable men have #2 union and telephones 
in their offices and they get hacks of each oth- 
eruslonyg asthev’ve gotthem to go ‘round. 
When they Lave’nt they come to us,jand we 
have ’eéminasrap and imaketbem pay pretty 
lively. Last Sunday we got $7 and $s (rom thei 
tor funerals.’’ 

‘What we don’t like.’’ continued Aubuchon, 

‘ is having to pay so imuch for horse feed, ete , 
and getting such poor cay for tne use of our 
hack. Why, thev try to make us take ‘bus 
rates—ifty cents for a bualt-mile. We can’t 
aff ru to leave tine stand torless than Si.

‘*ALthe present rates,’’ putin Torey, ‘‘we 
bave got to drive through Forest Park, Tower 
Grove Park, toShaw’s Carden and the Fair 
Grounds fur $2 60—five miles and back. It 
tukes only two hoursto{muke the trip, and it 
don't p v.’’
